But when it came to canes, buckles, thread 
and buttons, leather goods, lingerie, toys 
and games, and a thousand different ''no- 
tions,’ Wilson began to see that he had 
indeed bitten off a large mouthful, sent for 
several moving vans, and prepared to move 
the entire contents of the property and 
wardrobe departments. For several days the 
studio employees marvelled at the unac- 
countable barrenness of their storerooms 
and offices, and found missing articles neatly 


tucked away in counters of the "Play Girl’ 
set. 
Some idea of the mammoth size of the 


feat may be gained from the fact that, on 
shelves behind one counter alone, were 
piled no less than fourteen hundred and five 
different-sized boxes, by actual count, 

Romance, adventure, pathos, in the guise 
of everyday life among everyday people, 
went on for several days in the great store, 
as the story of the two human, lovable girls 
played by Loretta and Winnie, was filmed 
into one of the most appealing pictures. of 
the year.

How big you use Winnie Lightner and 
Loretta Young in your billing depends 
upon the respective draw of each in your 
locality. If you consider the story and 
title more important than the stars, re- 
duce the illustrations and enlarge the 
title in your lobby displays. 

BE SURE TO USE CATCHLINES ON 
EVERY PIECE OF DISPLAY YOU PUT 
INTO YOUR LOBBY.

Do You Use 
the Radio? 


Every live wire theatre should have 
some sort of tie-up with a local radio 
broadcasting station. Many stations use 
the organ or the local movie house in 
return for which they allow the theatre 
certain time on the air. There are other 
ways of getting radio time ''free"’ and 
you should go after this tie-up and make 
it a permanent one. 


For those who already have radio tie- 
ups we suggest the following stunt 
which offers a new twist in exploitation. 

Broadcast a synopsis of the highlights 
of the story, excepting the end, and ask 
the radio listeners to supply their ver- 
sion of how the story should end. There 
are several ways of pulling this stunt. 

It can be enacted as a playlet which 
will necessitate writing a script. 


It can be broadcast in installments, 
reel by reel, from your theatre. (Some 
radio stations have facilities for broad- 
casting from film.) 


It can be read from printed form in 
the April issue of ‘Movie Mirror," pro- 
vided proper credit and distinct plug is 
given to ‘Movie Mirror." 


The best way to run this contest is to 
broadcast an installment daily prior to 
your playdate and announce the contest 
daily. Make the prizes worth while. 

"Play Girl" is the type of picture that 
makes a great radio story. Try it! But 
make sure you don't tell them too much 
of the story as this will not only make it 
easy to create a good ending, but will 
eliminate some of the dramatic suspense 
when the radio listener sees the picture 
in your theatre. 


Window Tie-ups 


Any merchant selling sports wear. is a 
prospect for window tie-ups. Let them 
title their commodities "Play Girl Sweat- 
ers" or Play Girl Shoes" or "Play Girl 
Dresses," etc., etc.

Fred Greene’s 
Stumt for 
“Play Girl” 


Although Fred V. Greene, Jr., mana- 
ger of the Irving Teatre, Wilkes-Barre, 
Pa., used the following stunt on ''Five 
Star Final," you can duplicate it with 
equally good results for Play Girl." 


He arranged with a proprietress of a 
beauty shop to hold a hair-dressing show 
on the theatre stage, in which fifteen 
models appeared with different styles of 


coiffure. The whole presentation took 
only eight minutes and skipped along at 
a pretty fast pace. Here's how he 


staged it. 

- The show opened with an overture 
after which the Madame made a brief 
introduction on the apron. The stage 
set was an upright piece with an oval 
opening just large enough to disclose 
the upper portion of the girl’s body, 
the girl standing on a platform. The 
traveler was fastened just above the 
frame which was backed with a set 
piece and then the lower corners were 
pulled back making a V-opening, or 
rather an inverted V-opening—dis-
